\HIGH DUTIES ON BRITISH GOODS. 


: Loxpox, February 20th. 
In the House ef Lords today, Earl 
Beauchamp, who is an advocate of free 
trade, drew attention to.the high duties 
levied on British goods under preferential 
tnriffs when thoy: catered the Dominions 
and to’ Indian tariffs, ae 
Lord Arnold, replying, stated that ‘the 
preference rabged from three per ernt. in 
the case ‘of South Africa, to twenty-fivg 
in the case of Australia. Neither New- 
foundland nor India.had granted Britain 
any preferenes.. He stated that the aver- 
age actual amount of duty cullected on 
British goods entitled to preference and 
tering the "four Dominions was appro- 
imately temper cent, ad valorem. Alter 
a long andlysiy of all aspects of tariffs and 
preference, Lord “Arnold expressed the 
opinion that the Dominions on the whole 
had arranged their tariffs so os to favour 
British goods agajnst. fcreiqn, but the 
duties in many cases were. still high after 
preferenée had been deducted, while in a 
case where it had bwen decided to protest 
Dominion industries, cither no prtferenco 
or mm insignificant preference was accord- 
ed. He was not suggesting a complaint, 
however, against the Dominions, who had 
complrte. freedom ‘to sttle their own 
affairs, : 
Lord Olivier stated that a Tariff Com- 
mittee way to be established in India. 
The, question of giving preference woud 
cong ly’ be raised, but he held out little 
pe from that, cae es 
wd Olivier, continuing,’ pointed: out

THE COMMITTEES ACTIVITIES IN 1923, 


REPORT OF THE GENERAL COM- 
, MITTEE FOR THE YEAR 1923! 
During the year under review tha 

Chamber undertook a great deal of work 

outside its accustomed spheres of action, 

notably in connection with the local ar- 
rangements for the Hongkong Section of 
the British Empire Exhibition and the 
administration of the fund’ raised | in 
Hongkong for the relief of ‘sufferers in 


L the disastrous, carthquake;in Japan, on 


the Ist September, 1923. The. onerous 
secretarial work of the Joint «Chambers 
of Commerce Committee which has charge 
of the Exhibition arrangements, and of 
the Japanese: Farthquake’ Disaster Hong: 
kong Relief Committee, was ably sind 
energetically carried | through by: the 
Secretariat, in addition fo the labours of 
a year in which several dificult problems 
engaged the attention of the Chamber. 
Ore of the most important of these 
was the development of Hongkong" Har- 
hour, following the reference by 
Government to the Chamber of the Re- 


port ‘by’ Sir Maurice Fitzmaurice on |’ 


“ Hongkong Harbour Improvements,” 
The Chamber has also given much 
anxious consideration to the very sericus 
problem of dedling effectively with the 
increase of piracy in these waters, and 
pressing representations have been made 
to the Government urging the uced for 
increased Naval . Patrols, which y have: 


proved im the past the most effective 


means of deterring piratical. operations. |- 


Further discussions also tookplace as to 


‘the. improvement of the Hongkong storm 
whrning service, especially in relation to 
‘\the establishwent of a wireless and meteo-} . 
‘yological station on the Pratas, Shoal. 


‘Deliberations’ aud correspondence: on 
these and many other questions, which 
bave occupied the attention of the Cham- 
ber are summarised in the succeeding 
paragraphs. The Appendix, forming the 
greater 10 
complete correspordence omvall the prin- 
cipal subjects which shave come before 
the Chamber, except those of v coniden- 
tial nature. As usual, hundreds of en- 
quiries from Government Trade Depart- 
ments and frem. busines firms all over 
the, werld, seeking information, or trading 
connections, have been answered, ‘the ye- 
plies often necersltat ine protracted en: 
quiry and. sometimes the production of 
monographs of xome leugth on particular 
industries or’ on-trade developments. In 
addition the Chamber has continued the 
issue. for the’ sixtieth year in unbroken 
sucression; of a Fortnightly Market 
Report. Acknowledgment is jine_to the 
Comtmnittee of the Association of Export 
ers and Dealers of Hongkong for special 
efforts made during the year to render 
more complete the’ information supplied 
hy them‘in regard to Export Prices. 

At the request of the Government the 
Chamber again undertwok arrangements 
for the entertainment of visiting’ Naval 
Squadrons, for which a vote of $20,000 was 
taken ii the Colonial Budget. In the 
manth of November the Japanese Naval 
Cadet Training Squadron paid a second 
visit. to the’ Colony and the eadeta and 
crews were again entertained. 

The thanks of the Chamber, are due 
to the Colonial Goveromen: for its readi- 
ness to consider represeutations made‘on 
various subjects, and tj appoint Govern- 
ment. officials to confer, with Committees 
of the Chamber when’ oceision’ arises. 
During the year there have been very 
helpful discussions of this kind, notably 
the meeting with Mr. A. G. M. Fletcher, 
C.M.G., on Harbour questions; also the 
sliscussion with Mr, 'T. F. Claxton on 
the storm signal service and with the 
Captain Suparintendent of Police, the 
Harbour Master and theCrown Solicitor 
on’ Piracy Prevention Regulations.

SECOND LARGEST IN, LONDON. 


Victorian Station, now divided into two 
sections by the Brighton and Scuth-Eaxt- 
ern systems of the Southern Railway, is 
tobe replanaed and made, m the course 
of a year or so, into one great terminus. 

By this change Victoria wil become one 
of the finest, and-probably the second lar- 
gest, station in London. . Livorpool.street, 
with its oighteen platforms and, sixteen 
acres, to-day fakes second place, 
being held by Waterloo, which is twenty: 
four acres in extent and has twenty-one 
platforms 


Assuming that the new Victoria Station 
will have the same number of platforms 
that the two-rections have, now , between 
thai, it will brat Liverpool.strvet by’ one, 
and ts acreage wil! be substantially great. 
er, for the Brighton sction alone is four 
tern eres. What makes the . 
Station larger than it scems co’ be is the 
great length of its platforms, the longest 
of which ‘runs out to 1,500 .ft.. which is 
considerably longer than either Liverpool 
stroct’s fongest (900 ft.),. or ee 
(+00 ft.). 


Though Liverpool-street is the ‘econ! lar- 
get station in London, it is not as large 
as the Waverley in Edinburgh, which is 
cighte en acres in extent and contains nine- 
teen platforms, the Jongyst being : 1,650 
feet, thus beating Victoria by .1s0 feet, 
though it must “be borne in mind that it 
is not.n terminal, but a through, station, 
Two other through stations “have plat. 
forms exceeding the length of the longest 
at Vietoria, namely, Aberdeen (1,596 ft.), 
and Crewe. (1,508 ‘Tt.). 

In number of platforms, Chiphani 
Junction, Manchester ietaria, and Glas- 
gow Central run the largest London 
stations very close, each having seventeen. 
And in“one respect. Clapham Junction 
beats altogrther any oitral Londen com, 
petitor, for it has 1,730 trains passing 
through every twenty-four hours, whereas 
the number-in and out at Liverpool-street, 
the highest. is 1,260, at Waterloo 1.160, and 
at Victoria (Brighton line), 700. Edinburgh 
Waverley has 1,000, Newcastle Central 
$54, Manchester Victoria 7£0, ang Glas’ 
gow Central 800,
